CROXTON (1857-1924) 


CROXTON, a township, in the parish of Eccleshall, union of Stone, N. division ofthe hundred of 
Pirehill and of the county of Stafford, 3% miles (N. W. by W.) from Eccleshall; containing 887 
inhabitants. The village, which is large, lies on the road from Eccleshall to Nantwich. Tithe rent- 
charges have been awarded amounting to £371/ 16/0. [A Topographical Dictionary of England 
(1848)] 


Croxton Chapel is a neat brick edifice, erected in 1832, and its curacy, endowed with £45 per 
annum, is annexed to Eccleshall vicarage. [WHITE (1851)] 


Parish History 


In 1857 the parish of CROXTON was formed from part of ECCLESHALL which had since 1832 
been a chapelry. 


In 1924 CROXTON was combined with BROUGHTON to become BROUGHTON-CUM- 
CROXTON (later known as CROXTON-CUM-BROUGHTON). 


Description of Church (St Paul)

The Reverend Francis Le Grix White was born in London around 1820... and although he was 
originally qualified as a barrister he relinquished this in 1849 when he was ordained. In 1851 he 
was domestic chaplain to the Marquis of Drogheda and then in 1857 to 69 the first Vicar of Croxton 
in Staffordshire. He then retired to Leeming House due to ill health and he lived there with his wife 
until his death in 1887. Occasionally he did help his brother clergy in the services of the church, 
although much of his time he spent writing and his most famous publication was "Forgotten 
Seigneurs of the Alenconnais by one who has raked them out of the dust of ages". [INTERNET]
